Apart from 
the greater question of how the objection- 
able features of the Blockade ‘may be 
made still more vexatious by the employ- 
ment of men of this stamp, it becomes of 
some importance to residenta here to find 
that they cannot peaceably cruise a mile 
or two around either end of the Harbour 
limits without thé chance of being 
opped_or fired into, or searched and 
insultingly treated by men of the low 
class we have sketched above, It is 
fortunate, perhaps, for all parties that 
there was 4 lady present in the launch 
that was so rudely overhauled : otherwise 
the reception given to the intrusive 
foreigners might have led to awkward 
consequences, Such incidents are not 
calculated to. smooth matters on either 
side, and are to be regretted from every 
point of view.

To the Editor of the ‘‘Cuina Matt.”

Sin,—The aquatic reporters of the rival 
apers of this colony, if they are to he | 
judged by their descriptive reports of the 
late regatta, aro hardly worth powder and 
shot. That ig, of course, more their mis- 

fortune than their fault. Evidently tyr 
in matters aquatic, they made the bist of a 
bad job, and with charming unanimity 
ignored thelr own opinions, (if they ever 
had any) and published second-hand the 
bombaatic utterances of an excited partisan, 
who, throughout the two daye’ racing, made 
the Umpire’s boat anything but a heaven 
on: Earth, 
sentatives of the Fourth Ketate had a.duty 
to perform, and admitting that, feeble as it 
was, they did their level best, it would be 
hardly worth while to harshly criticise their 
reports. ‘The author of * Regatta Jot- 
tings”. can however scarcely look for such 
lenient treatment, seeing that he poses on 
an extremely high pedestal as a great 
authority on all matters pertaining to boat- 

racing. fn i 
Now, Sir, although my experience of 
boat-racing does not carry me quite so far 
back as those Kaloyon days of penny steam- 
boats, whon in 1859 Cambridge was sunk 
to the intense delight of ‘Arry and his 
young lady out for the day—as graphically 
described by your artist,—-an old member 
of the Thames and West London, who has 
ulled many « hard race behind Slater and 
other well known oarsmen, and who scarcely 
miss:d an important match, amateur ‘or 
professional, for over a dozen years, may 
without presumption lay claim to some 
knowledge of rowing. Maving no personal | 
-interest whatever—in the Victoria Regatta, 
I would have hesitated before entering into

The University 
crews are frequently changed during the 
last week's practice, and I have known 
changes made on the morning of -the race. 
What would be the use of Rowing Clubs, 
with crews in work for such a. regatta aa 
Henley for instance, keeping spare men in 
strict training, so as to be able to find an 
efficient substitute for any oarsman who 
might succumb to the casualties of a severe 
preparation, 1f they were not allowed to 
change their crews as they considered 
advisable? No man but an idiot would 
think of betting on any boat-race between 
two- nationalities with such-a proviso. as 
your authority suggests. 

Suppose for argument’s sake that this 
frivolous objection was really a fair ques- 
tion for appeal, I then ask did the irish 
crew object to: Mr Sampson taking Mr 
Dunman’s place prior to the start for the 
race?
